The Lord’s True People Ought 
to be Together in Doctrine 
And Practice. 





We have not reached absolute 
perfection, but we are following 
on toward the goal. We are 
taught to “go on unto perfec- 
tion,” and this we are doing as 
fast as we can. But there 
are some hindrances—some hold 
backs that prevent hastening on 
as we would like. 


When Joshua and (aleb want- 
ed to go over the border into the 
promised land of Osauaan, they 
could not, because the great 
majority of their company blunt- 
ly refused. They were kept out 
of their inheritance for forty 
years, 
They said, “we are fully able.” 
But they could not, or at least 
they did not, pull away from the 
main body of Israel and go over. 
And rather than pull away from 
the main body and cause divison 
they submitted and wandered in 
the wilderness with the rest of 
them. 


I wonder how much we may be 
held back by others. Il wonder 
if any of us may be unconscious! y 
holding others back. It was God’s 
plan for all Israel to go over into 
their inheritance together, and 
even Moses, the great man of God 
and leader of Israel was not allow- 
ed to pull off from-the others and 
go over with the few that wanted 
to go. They must either all go 
over together, or remain in the 
wilderness together. 


There was a time when the 
ford offered to take Moses and 
make of him a great nation and 
destroy those who were rebel- 
lious, but Moses would not hear 
to that. Ifthe others could not 
goon he did not want to go on. 
In conversing with God on the 
subject, Moses commenced to say 
something that he never finished. 
‘‘Oh, this people have sinned a 
greatsin,’’ said Moses, ‘‘and have 
made them gods of gold. Yet 
now, if thou wilt forgive their 
sin—,’’ but he never finished the 
sentence. But Moses continued 
his pleadings until he prevailed 
with God and thus Israel was not 
blotted out of existence. 

In this great race for our lives 
as we are going on unto perfect- 
tion there are several things to 
consider. , There is no use to say 


_ that the first thing necessary is 


for the preachers to be right, fur 
everybody knows this without 
being told. Yes, the preachers 
must be right. Every minister 
must be straight in his teach- 
ing, in his coversation. in his de- 
portment both at home and ev- 
erywhfere ‘he goes. 

To be right in doctrine he 


~ must stick to the fundamentals 


and simple gospel as told by Je- 
sus and His disciples. ‘The very 
first principles must not be 
ignored As long as there are 
sinners in the world they must 
be exhorted to repent. No mat- 
ter how far a preacher has gone 
above the wonderful experience 
of conversion himself be must be 
ready to drop back to this theme 
occasionally and tell people to 
repent, and show them what re- 
pentance is; and they must start

right if they expect to end 
right. 
They must. not neglect to 


dwell upon water baptism oc- 
casionally and when sinners are 
converted they should be taken 
down to the river, or some where 
so they can be properly baptized 
—immersed and plunged beneath 
the-surface of the water. Re- 
pentance and baptism go close 
together, ‘‘Repent’’ said Peter, 
‘‘and be baptized every one of 
you inthe name of Jesus Ohrist.’’ 
This was spoken in the first 
pentecostal sermon that was ever 
preached, and the first sermon 
that was ever preached after 
the one hundred and twenty had 
been baptized with the Holy 
Ghost. 


Tbe preacher must preach sanc- 
tification as a definite experi- 
ence received after one has had 
a good case of conversion. This 
must be made clear that sancti- 
fication is not an experience 
that one grows into, but like 
conversion it comes instantly 
when conditions are fully met. 
This grand old doctrine must not 
be neglected. The old rebellious 
nature mustdie. The ‘‘old man”’ 
must be crucified. ‘Jesus also, 
that he might sanctify the people 
with his own blood, suffered with- 
out the gate.” (Heb. 13:12) 
Thie is one of the great princi- 
ples for which the Oharch of 
God stands uncompromisingly. 
Death to the ‘‘old man” of sin. 
Death to things that belong to 
the ‘‘old man:”’ ‘‘Anger, wrath, 
malice, blasphemy, filthy com- 
munication out of your mouth. 
Lie not one to another, seeing 
that ye have put off.the old man 
with his déeds.”? (Col. 3:8,9.) ” 


‘Of course the preacher must 
tell about the Holy Ghost. He 
must be able to show that people 
now can be baptized with the 
Holy Ghost and speak with other 
tongues as the Spirit gives the 
utterance the same as on the day 
of pentecost. And if they do not 
speak with tongues they have 
not been baptized with the 
Holy Ghost. This theme may be 
new to some, and that is the 
great reason that the preacher 
must be able to tell about 
it. He must never get the gift 
of tongnes confused with the 
other tongues as the Spirit ¢ives 
the utterance. He must be able 
to present ghese truths in such a 
manner that they can be easily 


understood. 


Divige healing ix another im- 
portant point of doctrine. And 
divine healing is not taking medi- 
cine, it is being healed by the di- 
vine power of God. Ifa preacher 
cannot preach divine healing he 
skould not try to preach at all. 
And in order to preach this 
wonderfnl truth successfully he 
will have to practice what he 
preaches. ‘The hu: Sandman 
that laboreth must be first par- 
taker of the fruits.’’ No use to 
preach it if you donot practice it. 
No use to tell others to do a 
thing you will not do yourself, 


A gvod case of sanctification 
will knock the light chaffy talk 
out of anybody. If a preacher 
does not talk as becometh hoali- 
ness he ought to get sanctified.

CONSIDER 


This advice is also good for lay 
members as well as for preachers. 
But the preacher is to be an ex- 
ample for others to follow. And 
if he does not order his conversa- 
tion aright his-influence will be 
bad. The preacher that will go 
among his members and talk and 
hear and carry tales from one to 
the other and thus sow discord 
among the brethren ought to go 
to the altar and get converted. 
The preacher that will talk about 
turning his members out for ev- 
ery little trivial offense ought to 
get converted. Instead of talk- 
ing about turning them out he 
ought to talk about how to retain 
them and feed them on such 
good sou! food that they will be 
full of tbe Spirit and round 
plump Christians. 


The  preacher’s deportment 
should be so perfect that no 
one can truthfully say anything 
against him.. He should be po- 
lite and courteous but never too 
intimate with the opposite sex 
so as to give room for the least 
bit of suspicion. Better hold 
himself aloof from them and be 
reserved until he would seem 
almost rude than to become’ too 
familiar with them. 


He should be thoroughly pos- 
sessed with the loveof God. His 
whole being should be'saturated 
with it until it will seem almost 
like a flame wrapt around him. 
This will enable him to preach 
tbe doctrine with more effective- 
ness than otherwise. Without 
this virtue heaving in his breast 
his ministry will be a failure. 


There are several things to 
consider and time is hastening 
on and we must measure up to 
the. pattern if we would do the 
greatest good and receive the 
greatest reward. Insome places 
it seems there has been quite a 
good deal of unnecessary talk. 
This should not be. Why people 
want to give themselves over to 
Satan occasionally is a mystery. 
It takes but a very little talk on 
certain subjects to hurt one’s ex- 
perience. One endeavored to 
engage in a conversation on a 
certain subject with a conse- 
crated brother. He very  po- 
litely informed the other he did 
not “talk about such things.” 
This was enough and the first 
held his peace. 


Some one has said that ‘talk 
is cheap,’’ but I notice it some. 
times seems very dear. 
one. talks the sweetness of his 
experience away, that has been 
purchased by the hfe of One 
it certainly seems very costly. 
When one talks slanderously 
about another and thus discour- 
ages and disheartens him so that 
he may affect others by the ex- 
pression on his face if in no other 
way it certainly shows that talk is 
notso cheap afterall. When one 
takes up some reproach and 
passes 1t on to others and thus 
violates the teaching of the Rible 
and causes untold heartaches and 
trouble surely, surely it demon- 
strates the fact that talk is not 
so cheap as some may think. 

The Psalmist describes one 
that can keep the victory and 
that refrains from using his 
vocal organs in a manner that 
hurts others. The question is 
asked, ‘‘Lord, who-shall abide in 
thy tabernacle? Who shall dwell 
in thy holy hill? This shows

that the speaker desired to know 
how he must live and what he 
should do and what he should 
not do to keep the victory and 
please God in all things so he 
could sweetly abide in His hal- 
lowed presence. The answer 1s 
given in a direct and positive 
manner, and in few words. Here 
they are: 


‘“‘He that walketh uprightly, 
and worketh righteousness, -and 
speaketh the truth in his heart,” 
This describes a holy life. And 
truly sanctified people will walk 
uprightly, work righteousness 
and speak the truth when he 


speaks at all. And he will 
not tell everything he knows 


nor talk about everything 
hears. But the answer con- 
tinues: ‘He that backbiteth 
not with his tongue, nor doeth 
evil to his neighbor, nor taketh 
ap a reproach against his neigh- 
bor.’”’ Here is the description 
of a good man. One that will 


he 


not talk things in one’s ab- 
sence that he would not 
talk in his presence. [aul 


classes backbiting with fornica- 
tion, wickedness, covetousness, 
maliciousness, envy, murder, de- 
bate, deceit, haters of God, 
despiteful, proud, boasters, in- 
ventors of evil things, with- 
out understanding, covenant 
breakers, without natural aifec- 
tion, implacable, unmerciful.’’ 
(Rem. 1,29--31,) If there could 
be such a thing that backbiting 
of itself is not bad,surely no one 
would say it is not in bad com- 
pany. 

Paul wrote to the Oorinthians 
that he was afraid that he wouid 
find backbiters among them when 
he came. (2 Oor. 12:20) Back- 
bite—what is it to backhite? ‘To 
slander or speak evil. in ab- 
scence, to censure absent per- 
sons.’’ The truth of it is, ac- 
cording to Paul and David, a 
man or woman cannot remain 
pureand clean and abide in the 
presence of God and engage in 
backbiting, Svlomon says that 
“he that uttereth a slander, is a 
fool.’? Backbite means slander, 
and slander means ‘‘A false tale 
or report maliciously uttered, 
tending to injure the reputa- 
tion of another.’’ Now you have 
it without any ‘“‘sugarcoating.’’ 
And one that does this is a fool. 
(Prov® 10:18.) And that is not 
all, David further says, ‘‘ Whoso 
privily slandereth his neighbor, 
him will I cut off.’ (Psalm 
101 35.) 


And these are some things to 
consider. If you are guilty, re- 
pent and néverdoit again. You 
may have to go and ask forgive- 
ness. of those you have wronged 
or never get to heaven. Time 
is hastening on and we must 
measure up to the pattern. The 
Lord’s true people wiil not take 
up a Teproach against ay one. 
They Will be too busily engaged 
in the service of God to stop 
long enough to serve the devil 
by handling reproaches. 

Certain slanderous reports had 
been circulated on one years ago. 
The reports were untrue and at 
last died out. Later on these 
same slanderous reports were 
taken up by a so-called minister 
of the gospel and circulated and 
agitated again. This so-called 
minister wlll get his rewards in 
cue time, for ‘‘whatsoever & man 
soweth, that shall he also reap,” 
is just as true as any other part 
of the Bible.

think of Mordecai and Haman, | 
David and Absalom, Saul of 
Tarsus and St. Stephen. Haman 
| planned the downfall and mur- 
\der of Mordecai and erected a 
gallows upon which to hang 
Mordecai, but he himself was 
hanged thereon. Absalom plan- 
ned the downfall and ruin of his 
own father David, but he was 
hung by the hair of his head in 
a tree and later pierced through 
with a spear till he died, and 
David was returned to his throne. 
Saul of Tarsus endorsed the 
stoning of Stephen, the first 
Ohristian Martyr, and later he 
had to endure untold suffering 
and agony aud still later lost his 
head on Nero’s block. The say-!. 
ing of David is stull true: ‘‘He 
made a pit and digged it, and is! 
fallen into the ditch which 
made. 





he 
His mischief shall return 
upon his own head, and his vio- 
lent dealing shall come down up- 
on his own pate.” (Psalm 7:15, 
16.) 

While the above are several 
things to consider there is one 
more to which | wish to call at- 
tention. ‘The Lord’s true people 
ought to be together in doctrine 
and practice. There isno reason 
and no aivantage to be gained 


by a mixture of doctrine. Every 
child of God should be humble 
and submissive enough to stick 


to the simple gospel teaching as 
given by Jesus and His apostles 
and not try to mix their own 
imaginations and opinons with 
it. Admonition by Paul to the 
Corinthians should be received 
by every soul that is striving to 
make heaven their home. 
| fear,” says Paul, ‘‘lest by any 
means, as the serpent beguiied 
Eve by his subtilty, se your 
minds should be corrupted from 
the simplicity that is in Ohrist.”’ 
(2.Cor, 11:3.) 

If all of the Lord’s true people 
will stick to thé simple plain 
teaching surely it will not be 
long until they will all be to- 
gether both in doctrine and prac- 
tice. Many first-class men and 
women have stepped over and 
taken a bold stand for the Ohurch 
of God. quite recently. Whole 
congregations have been con- 
verted to its principles and gov- 
‘ernment under one good clear 
sermon on the Church of God. 
Thousands more are looking this 
way wit! anxious hearts and 
honestly seeking the right place 
to make their home. Almost 
every other religious movement is 
losing ground in some way or 
other while the Ohurch of God is 
on the incline.

Now what is the meaning of 
these words and especially of the 
words “‘rightly dividing the word 
of truth?” Does it mean divid- 
-ing The Old Testament from the 


©| New and throwing away the Old? 


Not at all for The New Testa- 
ment was not written when Paul 
wrote this letter to Timothy, or 
if some the wanuscripts that 
make up The New Testament 
were written they were not gath- 
ered together and made a part of 
the Bible at that time; and be- 
sides we are not to throw away 
the Old Testament Scriptures 
because they are they which tes- 
tify of Christ. 

Every form, ceremony and or- 
dinance in the Old Testament 
which contains a prophecy which 
was fulfilled by Jesus Christ is 
discontinued; hut the meaning 
of these forms, ceremonies and 
ordinances is just as true today 
as it was when they were in- 
stituted; ‘‘L came not to destroy 
but to fulfill.’ 


There is no truth except eternal 
truth and everything in the Old 
lestament concerning the nature 
of God and of man is of sucha 
oature that it could not be done 
away for God cannot 
change the eternal truth. 

Does this text mean to divide 
the truth and receive a part of it 
and deny and throw away the 
rest? It emphatically does not, 
for man must live by every word 
which proceeds out of the mouth 
of God and there is a great woe 
pronounced against him that 
either takes from or aids to, 
and we are commanded to de- 
clare the whole counsel of God.

A certain man killed a hog and 
cut it up and divided it; then he 
threw away the backbone and 
ribs also the hams aid shoulders 
and all the rest of it except the 
nose. ‘his he roasted and eat. 
Now | would much rather have 
what he threw away than to 
have what he saved; and so it is 


that men will undertake to 
preach out of the Bible and do 
away with the best part of its . 


teachings, 


The man that does this makes 
himself greater than - the old 
apostles for neither one of ‘them 
ever undertook to do away with 
any part of the Scriptures. 

What then is rightly dividing 
the word of truth? It is giving 
the sincere milk of the word to 
the babes in Ohrist and to those 
that have put away childish 
things the strong meat of the 
gospel. Itis preaching deliver-

The old Adam must be cruei- 
fied and we must put on- Ohrist 
so that wheras we were once 
prone to sin we will prone to do 
good. We must be sanctified 
and‘ meet for the Master’s use. 

We must receive the baptism 
lof the Holy Ghost and at least 
some ofthe gifts of the Spirit 


and we must not suppose 
that we have no need of 
all the gifts of the Spirit; 
which gifts are wisdom, know- 
ledge, faith, healing, miracles, 
prophecy, discerning of spirits, 


speaking in tongues and inter- 
pretation of tongues. We are to 
covet carnestly the best gifts and 
the more excellent way and io 
do so is to have charity ; for with 
out charity, which is the pure 
love of Jesus Ohrist, prophesies 
will fail, tongues will cease 
Knowledge will vanish away and 
no gift will avail us anything; 
but with charity or love all 
these gifts are established and 
fitly set in the church. 

And this isthe strong meat of 
the gospel. 

ls it necessary for us :o have 
the strong meat of the gospel? 
The Bible says for us to put on 
the whole armour of God so as 
to be able to withstand the wiles 
of the Devil.
